the kyngdomes ol Swecia c Nozway.Utfo after Haſ- 
mond, and Pindin after Uffo, Hynding ſucceded Hindin 
and after his death he let the crowne ol Swecia to his 
tonne Hathꝛod. Who, whilſt he ſtriued fo amplety# en⸗ 
large hys kyngdometloſt both it a hys lyfe . Whereby a 
way was made foꝛ the Danes to the crowne of Swe⸗ 
cia.
